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that the evidence is sc exceptionally exceptional* so unheard of in pf fti &al d o ffl y that no 
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condensation would be credited without the backstopping of all or most of the coigplete 
work* with on extensive appendix* all, facsimiles. But I want on inexpensive condensation* 
which can reach the mass market. And lie knows about and saw proofs of other incredibility 
lea he now knows are realities and he thinks newsworthy and commercia^^ 
trust him completely. 

With Watergate* I showed him documents* quite a few never public. Wo made two hours 
of taps on this that he took with him.

It 
will mean nothing without long explanations to you* but it deals with and proves crimes 
not charged# other, including criminal and earlier, activitiesof the Watorgatero# earlier 
relationships that are quite meaningful* even the involvements of people not mentioned# 
one of whom is very prominent. Much CIA. stuff* too* and he has read it. §& much! I plan 
a book oonisting of an opening I am trying to satisfy oyself with and held to the mini- U 
mum and the rest nil new stuff. There is so much of that the problem will again be select- 
ion to keep it short. Oliver would also like to interest the Times in this. 

We discussed, not at length* other properties at least one of whioh hs believes 
would make a movie. 

I told him that you are ny agent as well as my friend and that I would leave all 
details up to you but that so far as I am concerned, if they are really as interested 
as he thinks the material Justifies* I am willing for world rights. HeJj believes there 
are countries where publications could go for it. Mjr minimum condition is means of doing 
a 5*000 printing of Poet Mortem, whether by payment or by printing or any other way. 

I am willing for 11m or anyone the Times wants to abridge* which really moanA rewrite as 
a condensation which could be popular and commercial* the one stipulation being fidelity. 
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A long history tolls me that there is no cause for elation. Bowevor, I get dally • v. 
ref lections of renewed interest in the subject and I know what * have. So* on the off 
chance that the Times will go for it, this report. Which X hope finds you well* happy* 
prospering* and full of the good humor that 1 hpia never seen fail.
